Seventy  members  of  the  Young 
Chemical  Society  were  present  at  the 
regular  meeting  last  Tuesday,  at 
which  President  Harris  spoke  on  the 
part  Chemistry  has  had  in  the  pro- 
gress of  the  world 
He  emphasized  the  conception  of 
quantitative  measurement  as  being  a 
potent  factor  of  progress.  When 
men  began  to  think  in.  terms  of  exact 
quantities  instead  of  merely  qualita. 
live- effects,  progress  became  possible. 
He  emphasized  the  importance  of 
chemistry  as  a study  for  students' in 
other  subjects.  “It  supplies  them 
with  the  analytical  habit  of  mind 
necessary  in  debating,  selling  and  in 
other  pursuits,”  he  said.  \ 

Emphasis  was  placed  on  the  mar- 
velous .growth  of  the  science  and  the 
important  industrial  applications  that 
have  been  made  from  seemingly  use- 
less theoretical  studies. 

There  is  great  opportunity  for 
chemists  in  Utah  in  determining  the 
corqmercial  value  of  the  great  mineral 
deposits  of  Utah,  such  as  oil  shale, 
potassium  .salts,  and  rock  phosphates. 
The  talk  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  all 
present.
